LOS ANGELES-—At | its 
November meeting. the 
Regents’ Committee on 
Educational Policy discussed 
a trip to Washington 
undertaken by UCSC 
students last spring after the 
invasion of Cambodia.

The discussion centered on 
information presented in a 
one-page document (item 
302X) originally scheduled 
for discussion in Executive 
(closed) session.

According to the 
document, “Approximately 
forty students from the Santa 
Cruz campus, accompanied 
by three faculty members,

Student editor faces 
trial for obscenity

LOS ANGELES—Round 
two of former Daily Bruin 
editors John Parker and 
Joseph Hymson’s fight to 
have boscenity charges 
against them dropped will 
begin tomorrow. 

Parker, former 
editor-in-chief, and Hymson, 
former editor of the DB arts 
supplement INTRO, were 
charged last June with 
publishing obscene material 
and distributing harmful 
material to minors. 

The charges were made in 
connection with the 
publication of a photograph 
on the cover of the May 27 
INTRO depicting a couple 
apparently engaged in sexual 
intercourse in a graveyard. 

On December 14 their 
attorney, John Weston (from 
the firm of Stanley 
Leishman—a_ specialist in 
obscenity cases), will request 
a motion for dismissal for the 


second time. A_ previous 
motion for dismissal was 
denied last July by Municipal 
Court Judge Louis Light. 

Light also refused to drop 
the charges against the editors 
for distributing harmful 
matter to minors. Weston, in 
his defense, said the photo 
appeared in a campus 
newspaper and there was no 
evidence that any minors had 
seen it. He added no minors 
had claimed to be injured 
parties in the case. 

Although the case was 
scheduled to begin November 
15 at the Los Angeles 
Municipal Court, Division 10, 
Hymson and Parker, after 
waiting two days, were told 
by Judge Light that their 
prétrial hearing was 
postponed until December 4. 
_ Weston said if the motion 
to dismiss is denied then, the 
‘trial will begin. Weston added 
his defense will be based on

The ICB will dissolve

Next Tuesday, December 8, the Inter-College Board will 
vote on the question of dissolving itself. The meeting to decide 
the question will be held in Room 208, Crown College. 

At an informal discussion November 24 the consensus of 
the Board was that ICB should be dissolved. 

If this were to be done, UCSC would be left without a 


central student government. 


The ICB has come under heavy criticism this year for 
allegedly being fiscally irresponsible, unresponsive to student 
needs, and unrepresentative of the student body. 

Critics of the Inter-College Board objected vehemently to 
the allocation, earlier this fall, of $1000 for a jug band 
concert, claiming that the expenditure was extravagant and in 


violation of the ICB’s by-laws. 


This was seen as a show of support for ICB’s successful 
struggle to gain financial independence. ° 

But early this fall, the Board’s financial independence 
proved to be illusory. Interest in the ICB’s affairs declined, and 
at recent meetings the Board has been unable to get a quorum. 

Four members of the ICB have drawn up press statements 
expressing their views on the termination of ICB. Their 


statements appear on page 2. 


Regents OK Kresge plans 


LOS ANGELES—Revised 
plans for UCSC’s Kresge 
College were approved by the 
UC Board of Regents here at 
their November meeting. 

Design of the liberal arts 
college, the sixth to be built 
at UCSC, was recently 
changed to take into account 
new patterns in student 
housing preferences. Kresge’s 
original design had traditional 
dormitories for 66 per cent of 
its 650 students. The new 
design now calls for only 50 
per cent of the students to be 
housed on campus—and in 
more diverse accommoda- 
tions, including private 
apartments. 

As submitted by Kresge 
College architects, Moore and 
Turnbull of San Francisco (in 


association with the 
Monterey Bay firm of Elston 
and Cranston), the new 
scheme will provide facilities 
for 324 resident students; 
164 in dormitory-type rooms, 
and 160 in apartments. A 
small dining common and 
service kitchen will be 
provided for dormitory 
occupants and commuting 
students, while apartment 
units will each have their own 
living room, bath and 
kitchen. 


“The money saved on the 
construction of a large central 
dining hall and the originally 
larger number of residences 
will more than offset the cost 
involved in constructing the 
apartments,” said Theresa

‘Committee on Grounds and 


Yuen, UCSC project architect 
for Kresge College. 

The College, scheduled to 
open in temporary quarters in 
the fall of 1971, will cost a 
total of about 4,500,000 
dollars. UCSC students will 
pay roughly 70 per cent of 
the cost of construction 
through room and board fees. 
A contribution of 650,000 
dollars was made to College 
Six by the Kresge Foundation 
of Detroit, hence the name 
Kresge College. 

A delegation from UCSC 
presented a ten-minute slide 
to the Regents’ 


Buildings in order to illustrate 
the changes in design.

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ICB members views on dissolution 


REID BECKER and KATHY 
HENRY, Crown: 

It was decided during the discussion of 
the dissolution of the ICB, at the November 
24 meeting, that éach participating ICB 
member would submit a short statement 
explaining why he or she supports the 
dissolution of the Intercollege Board. Since 
we are the’two ICB members who feel that 
needs exist on this campus which can be met 
by a campus-wide organization, we are 
issuing a joint statement concerning our 
beliefs. 

It has been said that the ICB was doomed 
to failure because of its structure. The ICB 
could be a workable organization. However a 
structure, no matter what the degree of 
sophistication, cannot be successful without 
the confidence of its constituency and the 
dedication of its members. Consequently it 
is our feeling that the ICB should be 
dissolved with the hope that an organization 
will be created by the students when they 
feel the need for such an organization, and 
when they can support such a body. 

The following services can be furnished 
by a campuswide organization: . 

1) Funding of campuswide organizations 
and events. 

2) Providing campuswide services such as 
draft counselling and the “Vocations Faire”

that was presented last year. 

3) Representation of student ideas to 
campuswide and statewide administrations, 
and other student bodies. 

4) Serving as a liason with the UCSC 
Administration on topics of concern to 
students (ie., alleged maintenance of 
“political files on UCSC students). ~ 

5) Providing a liason to the community of 
Santa Cruz and other community 
organizations 

6) Earning funds independent of the 
control of the Regents for student use. 

While it is theoretically feasible that these 
services can be fulfilled by the colleges, 
efforts such as those described above will be 
increasingly fragmented and unnecessarily 
handicapped as the campus grows, unless 
there is a campuswide organization.

The ICB is an anachronism so even 
though a need for some college uniting 
organization may exist, it can never fulfill 
their requirement. More than anything else, 
ICB is doomed by its name—an irreversible 
situation, Because of this, fund-allocation 
and otha responsibilities should be 
delegated to the colleges or simply 
postponed until a more suitable system can 
be devised. 


Presos politicos libertad — 


Last Friday evening was the debut 
of the University Symphony and 
accordingly, the auditorium of 
“Filosofia y Letras’? was packed. The 
university community had turned out 
to enter into the beauty and power of 
this great music, but this evening we 
were to hear something which would 
stir us even more. 

At the close of the first symphony 
a stocky student wearing the 
characteristic sweater and_ tinted 
eye-glasses of the “universitario” took 
the stage and asked for attention. On 
the preceeding afternoon, November 
12, 1970, he said to the crowd, the 
Supreme Court of the Republic of 
Mexico convicted and _ sentenced 
sixty-eight political prisoners to terms 
ranging from ten to eighteen years. 
These sixty-eight of the eighty-six 
““presos politicos” held behind bars in 
the ill-famed Legumberri Prison for 
the past two years to date, are. the 
survivors of a massacre perpetuated 
against the people of Mexico on 
October 2, 1968 in the Plaza de las 
Tres Culturas in Tlatelolco. More than 
350 were left dead and_ scores 
wounded. Among the sentenced are 
the famous author and marxist, Jose 
Revueltas (16 years), professors from 
diverse branches of the university, a 
Northamerican who had denied to go 
to Vietnam and had come to Mexico 
instead, Bernard Phillip Ames (16 
years) and many students from the 
City’s university, polytechnical 
institute and preparatory schools. 

The auditorium broke out into 
yealls of “Presos Politicos Libertad, 
Presos Politicos Libertad.” Some 
persons booed, seemingly more 
interested in the performance than in 
the historical moment which they 
were living. 

After “‘boletines” with the printed 
sentences were distributed and cans 
for donations were passed down the 
rows, the committee retired from the 
stage and returned the evening to the 
director of the symphony. Beethoven 


played on in all his glory, yet this time 
through a distraught and _ tense 
atmosphere. Not one of those 
gathered there was foreign to the 
brutal treatment of these 
‘““companeros’’, to the _ second 
attempted massacre within the prison 
wall on New Year’s Day of 1970, 
when one student lost an eye, or the 
many instances of continued 
repression. 

As reorganization and deepening of 
conscience begins again in 1970, I see 
the truth of the words of a friend of 
mine at Santa Cruz, “Repression does 
not work.” Those students and 
workers who now dare to organize, 
live and love as true revolutionaries do 
so, with a highly developed soical and 
political grasp of reality. The 
antecedents in this part of the world 
are many and visible: Marti, Zapata, 
Che, Bernaldez, Revueltas and Vallejo 
(union leader) to name just a few. 
Yet, my fellow Mexican 
““companeros”’ are increasingly reading 
and watching the Cleavers, the 
Chavezes, the Rubins and _ the 
Tierinas, also. As a recent publication 
commented, “the active participation 
of a North American in this struggle 
transcended the unique national 
character of the movement and 
planted its roots in international 
universality.” 


Today my faculty voted whether 
or not to go out on strike, as did the 
majority of the schools which make 
up the 95,000 strong student body. 
Within a week of the writing of this 
letter (Dec.1) the next president of 
the ruling oligarchy, Luis Echeverria 
will take power. Already he has met 
with President Nixon. We can be sure 
that they had much to talk about, 
much strategy to plan. 

Just as you all know of Tlatelolco, 
we here remember Chicago and 
Birminghan and _ Los Angeles. 
!LIBERTAD PARA TODOS LOS 
PRESOS POLITICOS!

This is science? 
Trudy E. Bell 


Two weeks ago the San Francisco Chronicle and the Los 
Angeles Times ran an article by Robert Kistler which outlined 
one of the most preposterous schemes that could possibly 
masquerade under the name of science. 

Basically the idea was this: It was disclosed Saturday, 14 
November that the National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration was considering creating new life forms that 
would be placed on supposedly lifeless worlds such as Mars in 
an attempt to transform those planets into useful satellites for 
man. One such organism being contemplated is a single-celled 
creature that would eat rocks and produce something 
beneficial to man, such as certain inorganic compounds. 
Others might be “programmed” to produce life-giving oxygen. 
Twenty scientists met at Ames Research Center near San Jose 
to discuss this new area of human endeavor called “planetary 
engineering”. 

Dr. William J. Kaufmann, director of the Griffith 
Observatory in Los Angeles, said he was horrified that NASA 
would consider such a “mad-scientist” type of experiment. 
The problem is that there would be no controls on such 
experimentation once the organisms were seeded on Mars. 
And, because of the alien environment of Mars, “relatively 
quick and unpredictable” mutations would most likely occur. 

In addition, by the time the experiments would be in full 
swing, space flight between Earth and Mars would be frequent, 
thereby raising to a high level the possibility of accidental 
contamination of our home planet. 

Now really. After all the brouhaha attendant on each 
previous space shot regarding decontamination of vehicles so 
as not to let any stray earth spores stow away, here is a 
blatantly outlandish nightmare suggestion to purposely import 
life forms ...evidently—if the the newspapers can be 
trusted—without prior investigation to find out what is already 
there. Ordinarily the idea would be good for a hearty guffaw, 
and possibly might be worth developing into a science-fiction 
story by a half-stoned penniless soc-student at Stevenson. 
However, amusement turns into chilly gallows-humor when 
one realizes that this Frederic Brown plot is being seriously 
considered by The Powers That Be. 

In his book Science Is A Sacred Cow, Anthony Standen 
comments in his last chapter: 


These horrors are things that we have been spared so far. 
We must pray to God, and also do everything possible 
ourselves, that we may continue to be spares. Perhaps 
these things will never come upon us, they may belong 
to that capacious ragbag of What Science Hasn’t Done 
Yet. But scientists appeal so often to what they haven’t 
done that the layman may be excused for an occasional 
use of the same appeal. 


The purpose of Science (capital S) is to discover all it can 
about the world and the Universe. Etymologically, the word 
comes from the Latin sciens, past participle of the verb scire, 
to know. And such knowledge should be derived not only 
theoretically, but empirically as well. 

But empiricism is nof synonymous with uncontrolled 
experimentation on the vast scale of seeding an entire planet 
with the vague aim of producing “something beneficial to 
man”. Occasionally one hears that Science. is amoral. True. But 
men aren’t, and men do Science. The aim and purpose of 
Science is to wonder “what if ...?”, propose theories, and 
perform experiments to test these theories: But trying to find 
out ‘‘what if ...?’? does not give any man or 
government—even the United States (!)—the license to play 
God with such vast, irreversible, and possibly devastating 
results. Or, as Kaufmann stated it: “I’m not asking that we 
stop experimentation with developing new cellular forms. 
There’s nothing wrong with learning, as long as we maintain a 
high sense of responsibility.” However, a plan to seed Mars 
with alien organisma “is nothing more than a gross misuse of 
the knowledge we’re presently acquiring.” 

As a layman, one has two choices at this point—to launch 
into an angry tirade against the danger and immorality of such 
an asinine conception, or to laugh at the ridiculous aspects of 
the same said asinine conception. The former course of action 
is ineffectual, as in all probability it won’t change the 
inclination (tilt?) of any higher-up in charge; the latter course 
of action is equally ineffectual, but easier on- the blood 
pressure. And let’s face it: such idiocy is more deserving of 
laughter than anger. 

What came to mind when reading that incredible news 
release were three other similar unbelievable schemes that have 
been proposed within the last decade. For the sake of those 
who revel in perverse humor, these are herein presented; put 
on a Tom Lehrer record, brew a glass of Alka-Seltzer, and read 
on: 

“THEY'RE VAN ALLEN’S BELTS”

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Regents discuss student newspapers

At the request of Regent 
John Canaday, the Regents 
decided to postpone action 
on guidelines or student 
newspapers until the January 
meeting. 

Submitted to the Board 
were policies and procedures 
governing student newspapers 
at the Irvine, Los Angeles, 


papers, and expressed his 
belief that the New 
University at Irvine was 
“*socio-politically oriented.” 
* * * 

University President 
Charles J. Hitch introduced 
his proposed policy for use of 
Educational Fee (tuition) 
funds only to have it 
withdrawn from 
consideration after heavy 


criticism from various 
members of the Board. 
Hitch’s recommendation 
urged “That proceeds from 
the Educational Fee be used 
only fof capital 
improvements and related 
administrative expenses.” 
Vociferous objections 
were raised by both liberal 
and conservative members of

Canaday, who authored 
the July resolution calling for 
the guidelines, said that the 
Regents should study the 
ones submitted and make 
suggestions for improvements 
to the Chancellors at the 
various campuses. He also 
said that it would be a good 
idea to hold off discussion 
until guidelines were 
submitted for all nine 
campuses.

A person who bruises 
easily may be suffering 
from some rather 
profound disease such as hemophilia, 
Thromboeytopenic purpura, or a syndrome 
simulating these. The antihemophilic factor 
in blood is best replaced by transfusions of 
whole blood. The trhombocytopenic factor 
that is missing can be replaced by platelet 
transfusion in purpura. There are hemophilic 
like syndromes which are not this easily 
corrected and many of them will bleed to 
the point of exsanguination. 

Vitamin C has been credited in the 
medical literature with many miraculous 
curative virtues. To date the only one which 
bears the test of time is for the correction of 
scorbutic conditions. Scurvy was the bane of 
the sailors of the past for their diet was 
deficient in citrus fruits. Today some 
children who are thus deprived also can 
come to the clinical condition of scurvy as 
detected by X-ray. 

Vitamin C must be replaced daily as the 
body is unable to store this vitamin. A 
minimum of 120mg either as synthetic or 
natural substance must be supplied. This is 
usually without difficulty in this age of 
fortified foods and the prevalance of the 
natural fruit. 

Debilitating disease as tuberculosis, 
cancer, and some forms of surgery in 
convalascence require an increased amount 
of Vitamin C often approximating that of 
double the normal healthy requirement. It is 
not known that Vitamin C is a healer 


beyond the above instances.

I've been taking tetracycline as prescribed 
by a Health Center Doc. What is it? How 
does it work? 

TETRACYCLINE(s) are a class of broad 
spectrum antibiotics. They are generally 
bacterioSTATIC rather than bacterioCIDAL 
in action, exerting their action by 
interferring with bacterial protein synthesis 
or with cellular oxidative metabolism. they 
are effective against a wide range of 
bacteria—staphylococci, streptococci, gram 
negative rods, rickettsiae, spirochetes, and 
others—and as a general rule among the 
safest (as to side effects, tolerance, and 
allergic reactions) of the antibiotics. When a 
doctor prescribes for you ANY antibiotic, it 
is important that you finish the entire 
amount prescribed. Many times, even though 
you feel much better after taking part of the 
prescription, you may not have taken 
enough of the antibiotic to stop ALL of the 
bacteria—a small amount may still be around 
which will grow and multiply and thus a 
relapse may occur in 2-4 weeks. Such a 


relapse may be more difficult to cure a 
second time, due to ability of certain 
bacteria to develop resistance to the 
antibiotic taken the first time. So antibiotics 
are really “wonder drugs,” but as with most 
anything, their “‘wonder” requires intelligent 
use to work.

Page Smith may be the 
nation’s John Adams 
authority, but he’ll never 
groove with Kate Millett. 
While skimming through his 
latest history text, Daughters 
of the Promised Land, almost 
every hackneyed description 
of womankind jumped out at 
me, startling my irrational 
little feminine mind. With 
appropriate grace, Mr. Smith 
apologizes to women in his 
introduction, claiming not to 
postulate any new theory on 
the “feminine mystique”. He 
only wishes “‘to establish that 
American women have indeed 
a history, moving, dramatic, 
absorbing and in fact essential 
to any proper understanding 


of the larger history of the - 


American people.” Well, hot 
cheese, Mr. Smith! As a 
historian your research is 
admirable, but as an 
interpreter of the progress 
toward women’s liberation, 
your hormones are all wrong. 
Providing women with a 
written history is a start, but 
this book will have little effect 
on the future of the fair sex. 

But I really can’t put 
down Smith because his 
coverage of women’s history 
is comprehensive and clearly 
expressed. The book begins 
with women in ancient times 
and carries the reader up to 
the National Organization for 
Women (NOW). 
Unfortunately, it was written 
almost two years before the 
hard-on Women’s Lib groups 
came into the picture. Smith 
traces the fall from 
matrilinear to patrilinear 
society and the history of the

STEVE MANILDI is a 


resident of Pasatiempo. There 
is currently an exhibit of his 
work on view in the Crown 
Library. 


Steve and his wife Kathy 
were running about as we 
arrived. Her car had stalled on 
the freeway and appropriate 
calls were being made. 
Malcolm and I sat in the 
midst of all this activity and 
looked around the 
living-room which also stands 
for an art studio and dining 
area. A lighted fire and a 
wooden roof with rafters gave 
the room a comfortable, early 
Californian, feeling. Canvases 
were stacked in the corner 
while the center of the room 
was dominated by a wooden 
easel. 

Presently Steve returned 
and pulled out some oil 


paintings; placing them in our 
sight around the room. Most 
of them were very simple, 
almost abstract, and 
obviously symbolic (though 
not obtrusively so). One, for 
example, depicted flowers 
growing out of broken rocks. 

TOM “The first and most 
obvious question is 
symbolism. What do_ these 
objects in your paintings 
mean. Are they symbolic?” 

STEVE “Well, yes. In 
painting, the symbolism 
shouldn’t be too overt. If it 
were I might as well be 
writing a story. Each one of 
these paintings is practically 
individual in its symbolism. 
The symbolism rises out of 
the development. These heads 
(pointing to paintings of 
African-mask-like heads) 
developed from sketches of 
heads leaning on hands. Here 
is an example: I’.. turn it 
around so that you can see it. 
This painting has been on the 


wall for a long time. There 1s 
something about 
it... Everytime I look at it 
its refreshing, its new!” 

TOM “Yes, I’ve felt that 
way about certain paintings. 
Its a rare thing.” 

STEVE “I think that’s 
something that is lacking in a 
lot of modern works. There is 
a lot of emphasis on initial 
impact and shock today. As 
Harold Rossenberg put it, its 
‘tradition of the new.’ 
Litchenstein’s work is an 
example. You can put this in 
your article if you want to or 
not, but that sort of thing 
turns me off, really off!” 


“‘An interesting thing 
about art today, I find, is 
that, as somebody once said, 
an artist has to build his 
whole vocabulary from A-Z. 
The Christian forms for 
instance have lost a lot of 
their meaning. The most 
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ever-popular castration 
complex. There are chapters 
on Israel, Colonial America, 
the Protestant Passion, Rape, 
Prostitution and Birth 
Control—just to give you a 
few highlights. And he has 
touched on every area in 
which women could have an 
effect—economics, politics, 
religion, etc. Sadly enough, 
all that can be reported on 
feminine history is cliches, 
bromides and truisms. For 
example: 

“The moon was feminine 
in its coolness, in its cyclical 
nature, in its growth, which 
seemed analogous to the 
swelling of a pregnant 
woman.” Sigh ... we're all a 
little tired of the Womb 
imagery. Or, “Always there is 
emphasis on the dark side of 
the moon, the cruelty, 
deceitfulness and terror of 
the moon goddess, echoing 
the basic anxiety of the man 
about his mate or mistress”. 
There’s the old castrating 
bitch again. 

Later in the book Smith 
covers sexual repression. 
“Rape was the sexual 
expression of the inferior and 
dependent position of the 
women. The response of 
respectable women to the 
threat of intercourse is 
perhaps best suggested by the 
reputed advice of an English 
mother to her daughter for 
her wedding night: ‘Lie still, 
dear, and think of the British 
Empire.””’. 

Smith’s ‘‘Nature of 
Women” chapter reeks of 
biological sexism. “Women 
are ‘private’, men are ‘public’. 
A woman’s life turns inward. 
Her ‘internality’, her 
privateness, is symbolized if 
not directly related to the 
fact that her sex organs and 
above all, her womb, are 
interior. Man’s external 
Organs symbolize his 
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‘externality’, his outwardness, 
his ‘publicness’. He must be 
authenticated by an audience, 
listeners, critics, acclaimers, 
otherwise he has no power to 
sustain his creativity. A 
woman can go on creating for 
a lifetime for her own private 
pleasures.” Balderdash! This 
Bountiful Woman myth is a 
gross generalization! Does the 
female anatomy guarantee 
every woman the mothering 
instinct? Is there something 
in my genes that spurs me on 
to cooking, sewing and 
doily-dusting? To say that all 
women transcend their 
existence in childbearing is 
just as ridiculous as saying all 
men assert themselves in 
hunting, fighting and killing. 
It seems that Smith has 
reported history in these 


stereotypes because that’s the. 


only information that’s ever 
been recorded. I really can’t 
slap any ‘“‘male chauvinist 
pig” labels on Smith—I doubt 
if he swallows all this 
excrement. 

Daughters of the Promised 
Land is amusing nevertheless. 
Smith’s scholarship is 
polished and_ professional 
(naturally) but do liberated 
women need another history 
book? Certainly we need a 
sense of the future, and 
understanding our past is 
helpful. But this 347-page 
tome is quite a hunk to wade 
through. I did like Smith’s 
explanation of the battle of 
the sexes and his desire for a 
return to ritual. In speaking 
of primitive times, he says: 
‘‘The rites of passage, 
characteristic of all privitives, 
often involving circumcision 
and symbolic sex acts, were 
clearly intended to strengthen 
the psyche of the young man 
in anticipation of his 
frightening encounter with 
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Steve Manildi

lbsen’s ‘Master Builder’ is a master teacher for actors

Ibsen’s The Master Builder 
is undoubtedly one of his 
more difficult plays to 
perform. The plot concerns 
the visit of a young girl to the 
household of a_ successful, 
self-made architect named 
Solness. He is about to 
celebrate the finishing of his 
new home, which 
traditionally in Norway 
involves hanging a wreath 


from the top of the building. 
Solness insists on doing this 
himself, on the young girl’s 
instigation and in spite of his 
abnormal fear of heights. He 
falls to his death. However 
the substance of the play goes 
far deeper than this external 
plot, and entails for any actor 
an exploration of thinking 
and feeling far beyond 


ordinary reality. This depth 
involvement was one reason 
for choosing it to be the main

Advanced Acting Course” 
this quarter. 

Much of the material of 
the play concerns people who 
are not normal—Solness tries 
to convey his inner turmoil to 
several people including his 
wife and the doctor, and in 
talking to the doctor he 
describes some of his powers 
quite clearly: 

One day Kaja Fosli came 
here to the office. She came 
to see them on some errand 
or other—she had never been 


here before. When I saw how" 


infatuated Ragnar was with 
her, it occurred to me that if 
I were to give her a job here, I 
might get him to stay on 
too— 

HERDAL: That 
logical enough— 

SOLNESS: Yes, But wait a 
minute! I never said a word 
about it at the time. I just 
stood looking at her, and 
wished with all my might that 
I could persuade her to work 
here. I simply said a few 
friendly words to her, and 
then she went away. 

HERDAL: Well? 

SOLNESS: Well, the next 
day, toward “evening—after 
old Brovik and Ragnar had 
gone home-—she came here 
again, and behaved as if we’d 
come to some agreement. 

HERDAL: Agreement? 
What about? 

SOLNESS: About the very 
thing I'd had in mind the day 
before—though I had actually 
never said a word about it. 

HERDAL: That was 
strnage— 

SOLNESS: Yes, wasn’t it? 
It was as though she’d read 
my thoughts. She asked what 


was 


her duties were to be—when I 
wanted her to. start 
work—and so on— 

The state which Solness 
describes so vividly has been 
documented recently in The 
Bird of Paradise as an 
appendix tto The Politics of 
Experience by Laing:

that. I found that I—I tested 
myself with the man opposite 
me in this ward who was very 
noisy at times, I used to sit in 
my bed and mke him lie 
down by sort of looking at 
him and thinking about it, 
and he used to lie down. And 
to try to see whether 
this—this was a—just an 
accident, I had tried it also 
with another patient at the 
same time and I found that 


he—that I could make him lie 
down. I felt that I had sort 
of—um—tapped powers that I 
in some vague way I had felt I

But the play goes far 
beyond the level of an 
abnormal case history. 
Tyrone Guthrie, amongst 
others, has stated that any 
great play is like an 
iceberg—two thirds is hidden 
from immediate view. The 
Master Builder seems 
particularly to fit that 
description. Much of the play 
seems placed in an elusive, 
psychic, symbolic world. Who 
is Hilde? Was she called by 
Solness from his 
subconsciousness? Is _ she 
Death, for example, calling 
this successful businessman to 
account? Does she stand for 
the younger generation whose 
ideals and uncompromising 
attitudes make the 
middle-aged pause even 
today? Is she the powerful 
Viking love story from the 
great sagas? or a bird of prey 
with Solness as her victim? 
Solness feels she is like the 
sunrise—the dawning day for 
him. 

Is the play a_ tragedy? 
Ragnar comments that 
Solness was a coward after 
all. But we witness Solness 
commit a generous action to 
a younger man, and 
courageously climb to his 
death. In both actions, 
overcoming two recognizable 
fears. Ibsen clearly indicates 
the spiritual gain of the man 
when Hilde says “I heard 
harps in the air.”

Fencing: from combat to sport

Fencing, like boxing and 
archery, became a sport only 
after it stopped being a form 
of combat. Real fencing dates 
from the 11th Century when 
property disputes were 
settled by means of a fencing 
duel. Dueling was popular up 
to the 19th century 
when-—with the ban of 
dueling in most 
countries—the practical value 
of fencing came to an end. 
The first’ organized sport 


fencing in the United States - 


dates from 1891 when the 
Amateur Fencers League of 
America was organized. 

The sport as engaged in 
today has changed little. Each 
change in technique was 
foreshadowed by an 
improvement in equipment. 
Invention of the fencing mask 
in 1850 made fencing feasible 
as a non-violent sport. 


Played here 


Improvement of metallurgical 


technique has allowed for 


lighter and stronger swords. 
,The availability of lighter 
swords changed the style of 
fencing from ‘‘a_ near 
wrestling endeavor’’ to 
“conversation of blades.” 

The latest change within 
the sport was the 
introduction of electronic 
scoring which revolutionized 
fencing after World War II. 
Human error reduced, the 
speed of the game has 
increased.

Excess Brundage: Olympics hypocrisy

New York (AP)—Avery 
Brundage chided the world’s 
militant youth Monday for 
adopting the ideals of the 
Olympic Games and then 
using the wrong means to 
achieve them. 

“What the kids are 
demonstrating for today are 


the very things the Olympic

movement has heen tostéring 
for fifty years,” said the 
85-year-old president of the 
International Olympic 
Committee. “Their motives 
may be good but their 
methods are bad. 

‘‘They say they want 
peace. Peace has been the 
cornerstone of the 
cornerstone of the Olympics 
since they were started. They 
say they want equality of 
races and opportunities. They 
want to rectify injustices and 
uproot the establishment. 

“The Olympics have the 
same goals—big. and small 
countries, peoples of 


different races, colors and 
creeds striving together. No 
distinctions. The emphasis on 
the individual and not the 
nation. 

“But rebelling kids want 
to burn, loot and destroy to 
gain their aims, while the 
Olympics do it through 
sports.” 

I really don’t know what 
to call Avery Brundage’s 
outlook on the Olympics: is 
it closer to naivete or 
self-delusion? Brundage has 
been coming up with 
monumentally obtuse 
statements regarding the 
Olympic Games for as long as 
anybody can remember. 

If Brundage thinks that 
the real world is just as he 
views it, he’s lying to himself. 
If he thinks he’s fooling 
anybody, he’s lying to 
everyone. 

‘Peace has been the 
cornerstone of the Olympics 
since they were started.” 
That’s a beautiful line—but 
it’s pur cattle excrement. 

Item: In the 1936 


Olympics held in Berlin, the 
Nazis harassed American star 
Jesse Ownes in every way 


possible. This stream of hate 
included near-refusal to admit 
him into the country, 
separate and inferior living 
conditions, and 
bombardment by the 
spectators whenever he 
competed. 

The final insult came when 
the German officials on the 
awards platform 
conspicuously left when 
Owens came forward to 
receive his gold medals. This 
must stand as the greatest 
“‘peaceful’’ mental and 


physical onslaught in 
atheletic history. 
Item: In the 1956 and 


19¢8 Olympics, riots resulted 
because of the confrontations 
between Russia and Hungary 
(in °56) and Russia and 
Czechoslovakia (in ‘68). At 
the ice hockey games 
between these countries, the 
players took out their 
frustrations by brutal play 
against the Russians—while 
the spectators displayed 
Similar emotions by 
showering the ice with debris

In 1863 a man who was 
exiled, tortured, banished and 
imprisoned for more than 40 
years, voi ed, as the latest in 
the succession of Divine 
Messengers sent by God since 
the beginning of man’s 
existence, God’s Plan for 
world peace, world justice 
and world unity.

This can in no wise be 
achieved except through the 
power of a skilled, and 
all-powerful and_ inspired 
Physician.

‘‘The well-being of 
mankind, its peace and 
security are unattainable 


unless and until its unity is 
firmly established.” 

In 100 tablets Baha‘u’llah 
explains the oneness of God, 


of Religion, of Man, and 
provides detailed and 
practical, indeed the only, 


solutions to war, racism, 
poverty, pollution, the 
subjugation of women, etc. 

Shoghi Effendi, the 
great-grandson of Baha‘u’llah 
and guardian of the Baha‘i 
Faith, has written:

solely at the fostering of 
harmonious cooperation 
among individual peoples and 
nations. Its message is 
applicable not only to the 
individual, but concerns itself 
primarily with the nature of 
those essential relationships 
that must bind all the states 
and nations as members of 
one human family. It does 
not constitute merely the 
enunciation of a ideal, but 


stands inseparably associated © 


with an institution adequate 
to embody its truth, 
demonstrate its validity, and 
perpetuate its influence. It 
implies an organic change in 
the structure of present day 
society, a change such as the 
world has not yet 
experienced. It constitutes a 
challenge, at once bold and 
universal, to outworn 
shibboleths of national 
creeds—creeds that have had 
their day and which must, in 
the ordinary course of events 
shaped and controlled by 
Providence, give away to a 
new gospel, fundamentally 
different from, and infinitely 
superior to, what the world 
has already conceived. It calls 
for no less than the 


‘all fronts... new tactics’ 


reconstruction and the 
demilitarization of the whole 
civilized world—a _ world 
organically unified in all the 
essential aspects of its life, its 
political machinery, its 
spiritual aspiration, its trade 
and’ finance, its script and 
language and yet infinite in 
the diversity of the national 
characteristics of its federated 
units. 

“*It represents the 
consummation of human 
evolution—an evolution that 
had its earliest beginnings in 
the birth of family life, its 
subsequent development in 
the achievement of tribal 
solidarity, lending in turn to 
the constitution of the 
citystate, and expanding later 
into the institututions of 
independent and sovereign 
nations. 

“‘The principle of the 
Oneness of mankind, as 
proclaimed by Baha‘u’llah, 
carries with it no more and 
no less than a solemn 
assertion that attainment to 
this final stage in this 


- Stupendous evolution is not 


only necessary but inevitable, 
that its realization is fast 
approaching, and that 
nothing short of a power that 
is born of God can succeed in 
establishing it.” 

“As we view the world 
around us, we are compelled 
to observe the manifold 
evidences of that universal 
fermentation which, in every 
continent of the globe and in 
every department of human 
life, be it religious, social, 
economic or political, is 
purging and _ reshaping 
humanity in anticipation of 


the Day when the wholeness 
of the human race will have 
been recognized and its unity 


. established. A’ twofold 
process, however, can be 
distinguished, each tending, 


in its own way and with an 
accelerated momentum, to 
gring to a climax the forces 
that are transforming the face 
of our planet. The first is 
essentially an integrating 
process, while the second is 
fundamentally disruptive. 
The former, as it steadily 
evolves, unfolds a System 
which may well serve as a 
pattern for the world polity 
towards. which a 
strangely-disordered world is 
continually advancing; while 
the latter, as its disintegrating 
influence deepens, tends to 
tear down, with increasing 
violence, the antiquated 
barriers that seek to block 
humanity’s progress towards 
its destined goal. The 
constructive process stands 
associated with the nascent 
Faith of Baha‘u’llah, and is 
the harbinger of the New 
World Order that Faith must 
erelong establish. The 
destructive forces that 
characterize the other should 
be identified with a 
civilization that has refused 
to answer to the expectation 
of a new age, and is 
consequently falling into 
chaos and decline.” 

Usually people “‘concerned 
with the needs of the age” 
can fight on only one front at 
a time. They fight against 
war, of racism, or poverty, or 
the system, etc. Baha‘is, 
seeing truth in Baha‘u’llah’s

sideshow was just an 
extension of the turmoil 
brewing between the 
members of the Communist 
bloc. But any similarity 
between hockey and _ those 
‘‘peaceful” riots was not 
perceptible to anyone who 
saw it.

More cattle 
excrement. 

Item: The Republic of 
South Africa (formerly the 
Union of South Africa) has 
just been removed from the 
Olympics in 1972 (and any 
following Olympics) for their 
white supremacy-apartheid 
policies. 

An outcry began back in 
1960 when the government 
of South Africa refused to 
allow blacks on their “team, 
refused to grant visas to 
blacks who wished to 
compete on their own, and 
consented only with great 
reluctance to compete with 
blacks of other countries. 

Brundage and the IOC did 
nothing to rectify the 
situation. South Africa 
competed in the same way in

the 1964 and 1968 Olympics 
with ever more outrage at 
their blatant racism. 
Brundage finally was forced 
to take action when half of 
the participating teams 
threatened a boycott of the 
Olympics if South Africa did 
not allow blacks to compete. 

The Republic of South 
Africa is now “temporarily” 
suspended until it changes its 
“‘racial equality” policy. 
That’s a pretty good 
record—only ten years needed 
to gain effective action. 

“The emphasis on the 
individual and not the 
nation.” This is the most 
amazing straight line I’ve ever 
seen. 

The Olympic Games have 
been in the political arena 
since their inception. 

. the individual”: that’s 
the contention. “...the 
metion’>: “that's. the 
convention. When was the 
last time you saw anyone 
participating in the Games by 
himself? Have you ever seen 
an independent entry? The 
last independent competitor 
in the Olympics was in 1948. 
His name was Detlev-Victor 
Hochner. He didn’t win 
anything; but he competed 
on his own. 

For some reason or other, 
the Olympics don’t allow 
individuals to enter any more. 
There’s no rule against it—but 
it has been made so hard to 
cut through the red tape that 
independent entry has 
become an impossibility . 

The United States and the 
Soviet Union have been using 
the Olympics as_ political 
cannon fodder for year. 
Russia tries to get more gold 
medals by subsidizing her 
athletes. Being an athlete in 
Russia now is a civil service 
job. 

On the other hand, the 
United States makes a big 
deal out of having the best 
athletes in the world without 
having to pay them. But have 
no doubts; if the old US of A 
begins to slip a little, the 
federal payroll may suddenly 
acquire athletically inclined 
individuals other than the 
bowler in the White House. 


As for 
injustices,” 
Tommie Smith’s 


‘‘rectifying 
what about 
“expired 
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visa” after he made his black 
power gesture at Mexico 
City? I personally didn’t 
think much of Smith’s timing 
or his political attitudes, but 
that is not the point. The 
point is that when a person 
does try to be an individual 
and ‘‘rectify injustices” 
through the Olympics, he gets 
nothing but trouble and 
abuse. 

Finally, the statement 
about “the rebelling kids who 
want to burn, loot and 
destroy to gain their aims, 
while the Olympics do it 
through sports,” has to be the 
height of asininity. 

If Avery Brundage thinks 
that the Olympics have done 
anything other than expose 
the flag-waving, 
nation-emphasized 
competition, barely-hidden 
racism, along with utterly 
demolishing a supposedly 
peaceful athletic competition, 
then he is a fool. 

The sad thing is: does he 
have to think that we’re fools 
too?

character of Solness is out of 
reach for most undergraduate 
acting abilities. But one 
method for this course in 
Advanced Acting was to have 
double or triple casting for 
most parts. A greater variety 
of presentation has been 
gained by watching, 
analysing, and contrasting 
different interpretations. 
Scenes acted from other plays 
by Ibsen and Strindberg have 
revealed further points about 
the main characters. Hilde 
herself if featured as a 
devestating young girl in The 
Lady From the Sea. Ragnar, 
Brovik and Kaia have 
similarities to the family in 
The Wild Duck. Parts of 
Solness and his wife can be 
seen portrayed by Rubeck 
and Irene in When We Dead 


Awaken. The sacrifice made 
of the living is revealed in 
Brand. Thus the actors in the 
play have explored the larger 
mode of Ibsen’s world. 

The emphasis in the 
production will be placed on 
the acting. Scenery and 
Staging will be minimal. So 
often Ibsen is presented with 
such a clutter of realistic 
detail that the strength of his 
writing is diminished, but 
obviously the atmosphere of 
performing in the Barn 
Theatre enhances the subject 
of the play. This work 
demands a real intensity of 
acting and a variety in 
presenting dynamic tensions 
between any two characters. 
In this respect The Master 
Builder serves as a 
master-teacher for the 
training of student actors. 


Why speed kills 


LOS ANGELES—Doctors 
now know why “speed” kills. 

The finding of a lethal 
blood vessel disease 
associated with the use of 
“‘speed” (methadrine) has 
been reported by a team of 
physicians at the Los Angeles 
County-University of 
Southern California Medical 
Center. 


This is the first time 
doctors have been able to 
detect a specific disease 
associated with “speed” 
which belongs to a group of 


drugs known as 
amphetamines. 

Called necrotizing angiitis, 
the disease can cause a fatal 
blockage of the arteries 
leading to vital organs. Dr. B. 
Philip Citron, who headed the 
research team, said 
methadrine causes an 
inflamation in the arteries. 
With healing, scarring results 
which blocks the blood 
vessels. The organ most 
severely affected by the 
disease is generally the 
kidney, leading to renal 
failure and death.

the UCSC Fencing Club, 
which last year won the 
All-Cal Tournament. 

Selberg’s status when hired 
was dependent upon student 
reaction to the fencing 
program. “Student interest 
really revealed itself through 
a landslide enrollment,” 
Selberg said. “Sinceall P.E. 
courses are voluntary, P.E. 
offers a profile of student 
interests.”” UCSC is one of the 
few schools in the country 
that runs a non-credit PE. 
department. As a result, a 
student’s only possible 
motive for enrolling in a class 
would be interest in the 
course. ‘Young people are 
drifting away from the whole 
traditional U.S. sports scene,” 
said Selberg. “To think of 
only one approach to 
sports—either watching or 
participating on the varsity 
team—is terrible. People are 
interested in things that will 
continue the rest of their 
lives, and fencing is such an 
activity.” The average age of 
fencing professionals in the 
United States is 53 years. 


Swordsmanship at UCSC 
takes the form of intramurals 
in Winter and Spring 
Quarters, the fencing classes, 
and the sports club. 


Instruction and competition 
are offered in all three events: 
foil, epee, and sabre. 

In foil, the lightest of all 
the weapons, touches (points) 
are made with the point of 


the sword on a restricted 
target that includes only the 
trunk of the body. A lunging 
motion is used for attacks. 

Epee is as long as the foil 
but heavier. Any part of the 
body is a valid target 
including the feet. 

Saber scores with a point 
or cutting edge. Target area is 
from the hips up. 

In all three forms of 
competition five touches wins 
and each match is limited to 
six minutes. One might think 
that a fencing match lasting 
only six minutes is hardly 
physical exercise. However, 
tournaments can exceed eight 
hours a day during which 
time a fencer is usually in 
competition. Cosequently 
Selberg recommends jogging 
two miles every other day. 
The sport involves more than 
conditioned reflexes; it 
requires “an ability to think 
Creatively under pressure.” 
Selberg describes fencing as 
“a chess game at a hundred 
miles per hour, with as many 
moves and counter moves as 
chess.” 

Selberg thinks the UCSC 
sports program is heading in 
the right direction. He sees a 
move away from spectator 
team sports to sports which 
emphasize individual 
participation. ‘‘The 
University brings first-rate 
instruction to people who 
can’t afford private tutelage. 
I’m tired of the competitive 
sickness of private academies 
where the main goal is to 
produce champions. The 


Peeks seen en ea an 
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University offers instruction 
and recreation to anyone 
interested.” 

It is Selberg’s hope to get 
more students interested in 
fencing. “No reason why a 
kid who isn’t a natural athlete 
shouldn’t get his money’s 
worth out of P.E. Fencing is 
here for everybody and I’m 
happy to relate to all 
students, not just the 
stereotyped P.E. 
personality.” 


Daufuskie 
Christmas 


Daufuskie Island is a small 
delta island in Beaufort 
County, South Carolina. It is 
one of the poorest areas in 
the nation. There has always 
been little work, especially 
since the fishing waters 
became polluted by chemical 
waste. 

Students from the Cowell 
College Extramural Program 
have served the people since 
the Spring of 1968. Because 
of lack of money, few of the 
families can afford any 
Christmas gifts for their 
children.

overt symbolism in my work 
is that these oils have to do 
with Christianity. It is related 
to my ‘mouth’ series. 
Christians are funny about 
eating. You eat the body and 
blood of Christ. We eat with a 
knife and fork and so I 
included those objects in the 
painting we see here. Actually 
it started out as a still life and 
I painted everything out but 
the knife and fork because I 
liked them.” (chuckles) “It’s 
mostly oral, I haven’t gotten 
into any anal stuff 
yet...The most conscious 


symbolic things are the cups. 
They are forms of the chalice 
from which one drinks 
blood.” 

TOM “There are some 
black and white paintings in 
the library of a nude man 
hovering over his sleeping 
lover. I liked them very much 
and they reminded me of 
some of the work Picasso has 
done on that same theme. 
Could you talk about them?” 

STEVE “T'll tell you why I 
think they’re particularly 
good. I’m pretty sure the two 
models were living together at 


the time. You could see it in 
the way they related to each 
other. She was a 
tremendously garrulous 
person, just as a model, and 
he was a little more quiet. 
They seemed to be very much 
involved with each other. It is 
important to have something 
really meaningful present in 
order to do good work.” 


TOM “Why do you paint 
on paper?” 

STEVE “If you don’t like 
one you can pull it off and 
put it aside. I am _ not 
confortable with canvas 
because of the size and 
because it is so precious in 
terms of cost and time spent 
in making it.” 


TOM ‘‘So_ spontaneity 
plays an important part in 
your work?” 

STEVE “Spontaneity is 
essential. The idea is to look 
at that thing and put it down 
on paper as quick as possible. 
It is difficult to sustain 
strength of feeling for a long 
time. Of course the painter 
has to have experience behind 
him so that he can bring to 
his work spontaneous 
control. My idea of 
understanding an object is 


looking at it. I looked at that 
house, in a quick way, over 
and over again.” 

TOM “Is that why you 
paint in series?” 

STEVE “Well I don’t

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always. That was just 
something that came out in 
setting up the show. The 
show was worked around my 
series paintings. I think that if 
you get a series they tend to 
make a complete painting 
together.” 

TOM “Why did you paint 
the children series?” 

STEVE “I worked in the 
Day-Care Center. It was one 
of the most emotional and 
intense experiences in my 
life. I did those paintings 
from memory of the Center.” 

TOM “This will be a hard 
question to answer: I have 
talked with some people who 
find your paintings very 
child-like and undisciplined. 
Would you like to speak to 
that point?” 

STEVE “Yes, that is a 
hard question! Let me 
think 4... Phere is° an 
immense awareness of what is 
going on in child’s mind these 
days. I ran into that in the 
day-care center. Doing some 
reading in Freudian 
pscychology reinforced my 
feeling about super-attention 
to children. People are 
seeking to be young.” 

TOM “Are you seeking to 
be young in your paintings.” 

STEVE “Not in that sense. 
If my stuff is that way its 
because I do it fast. I don’t 
personally think that it is 
childish. I’ve said that, 
before; I like to have control, 
ultimately. For some of the 
paintings the style was 
intentional because it was 
relevent to the subject 
matter; for example the 
Day-Care paintings. Also, I’m 
experimenting with the 
forms, ideas and relationships 
in a painting. The further I 
get in a series the more 
radical I get. 

TOM “I especially like 
your paintings on the second 
floor of the Crown Library. 
They give me a sense of 
volumnous, cavern-like space. 
It is the kind of space you get 
in Rembrandt, the kind of 
space that dwarfs man.” 

STEVE “I’m glad you see 
that. The reason why they are 
not for sale is that they are 
important parts of my own 
development. This professor 
we had at Stanford was 
interested in the space in that 
room. He brought us there 
one day, pulled down the 
shades and turned the 
spotlight on the model. He 
said ‘Look at the space, look 
at the smallness of the model’ 
and so we painted. They all 
have this abstractness and yet 
there is a space there.” 


Upon first viewing Mr. 
Manildi’s exhibit one is 
prompted to ask in the 
manner of an anonymous 
critic’s graffiti “Is this exhibit 
a joke?”. For many of the 
works this feeling passes away 
on closer viewing but, for 
some of the paintings, this 
writer finds it difficult to 
take pleasure in them and 
cannot take them seriously. It 
is obvious that Mr. Manildi’s 
“primitive” and “surrealistic” 
styles express a complex and 
fascinating personal vision 
and yet he is most effective, I 
think, when dealing with the 
traditional problems of art 
such as visual space and the 
human figure. 
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high-altitude (125 to 300 miles) nuclear bombs since 1958. 
These artificial belts resulted from the release of energetic 
charged particles—mostly electrons—from the nuclear 
explosions. 

Nicholas Christofolis, a physicist at Lawrence Radiation 
Laboratories, had worked some time on a Project Sherwood: 
an attempt to make controlled thermonuclear reactions in 
laboratory containers. Christofolis took this idea for a 
laboratory-sized magnetic bottle and thought:—aha! the 
Earth’s magnetic field should be able to contain and trap 
energetic particles—and he showed that a nuclear explosion 
would be a reasonable source of particles to populate the 
terrestrial bottle. 

This suggestion led to (fanfare) the Argus experiments. 

The planning for Project Argus was well underway before 
the discovery by J.A. Van Allen of the natural radiation belts. 
These belts are doughnut-shaped zones of charged particles 
trapped in the magnetic field of the Earth. The belts are most 
intense over the equator and effectively absent above the 
poles. The particles arise from such sources as cosmic rays, the 
sun—and now man-made nuclear explosions. 

In the Argus planning sessions, it had been suggested that a 
natural belt might exist around the Earth; such a belt was 
discovered by the Explorer I and Explorer III satellites. After 
each of the Argus explosions, Van Allen observed trapped 
particles on the Explorer IV satellite. 

However, before the experiment was first carried out, there 
was much public and scientific furor as to what Earthly effects 
would come about from such thermonuclear explosions. 
Would it so affect the natural radiation belts as to harm the 
balance of life on the Earth? 

When an appeal was made to the President to stop such 
testing because who knows what would happen, the reply was: » 
“Ask Van Allen—they’re his belts!” 

About this time the New Yorker ran a cartoon which 
stated: “But how do you know that blowing up the Van 
Allen belts will destroy life on the Earth unless you try it?” 

Luckily (or unluckily, depending on how you view it), the 
explosions had no such dire consequences as wiping out the

“Assurance that University 
monies are managed legally 
and with propriety, plus 
separation of mandatory and 
non-mandatory funds, should 
make certain that an activity 
such as last May’s trip, with 
its attendant fiscal confusion, 


‘does not recur.” 


Why, she asked, if the trip 


fo Washington was legal, do 


the Regents’ need assurance 
that something like it would 
not happen again? No one 
seemed to understand the 
question and it was left 
unanswered. 
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the Board. Regent Fred 
Dutton, a former worker for 
Robert Kennedy’s campaign 
for President said that the 
people of California should 
pay for the buildings rather 
than the students who 
wouldn’t be using them. 
Lieutenant Governor Ed 
Reinecke said that it was 
unfair to make students pay 


for everything and suggested: 


that some of the money be 
used for student financial aid. 

Liberal Regent William 
Roth said that a “substantial 
portion’’ of the tuition 
money should be used for 
student aid and asked for 
more information on how 
much student financial aid 


Kresge plans accepted 
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were Harold Hyde, 
Vice-Chancellor of Business 
and Finance; Robert Edgar, 
Provost of Kresge College; 
Jack Wagstaff, Campus 
Architect; and Ernest Kump, 
Campus Consulting Architect. 
Following the slide show, 
which was narrated by Kump, 
the Committee unanimously 
approved the new plans. 
Later that day the funding 
for Kresge College came 
before the Committee on 
Finance under somewhat 
unusual circumstances. 


Shortly after the Finance. 


Committee meeting began, a 
number of conservative 
Regents left the meeting. 
According to the Los Angeles 
Times, they held a secret 
meeting in the cocktail 
lounge of the Statler Hilton 
Hotel. (One of the Regents 
allegedly at that meeting later 
claimed that he had been 
visiting a sick aunt in 
Pasadena.) ‘ 

It was rumored that the 
Regents so assembled were 
discussing either the choice of 
a new Chancellor at Berkeley 
or a. possible firing of 
President Hitch. 

The sudden departure ot 
so many Regents left the 
Finance Committee with a 


bare quorum of three 
members: Acting Chairman 
William Forbes, President 
Hitch, and DeWitt Higgs. 
Higgs had been loudly 
protesting the folly of 
conducting a meeting with 
only three members present 
when the Kresge question (a 
routine matter) came up. 
Forbes introduced the Kresge 
funding proposal and Hitch 
moved its adoption. Forbes 
then asked for a second to 
the motion. 

At this point Higgs looked 
out toward the audience and 
said, “This puts me in a 
terrible predicament, doesn’t 
it?” He said he felt called 
upon to second the motion, 
yet he didn’t feel that the 
meeting should continue. 

Forbes grumbled that if 
Higgs didn’t want to second it 
he didn’t have to and asked 
the legal counsel for advice. 

He was told that the 
Committee chairman could 
second a motion according to 
the Regents’ standing orders. 
Forbes seconded the question 
and it passed on a 2-0 voice 
vote. ; 

The next day the full 
board unanimously approved 
both the new design and the 


funding. Oy; Correspondent 


was coming from 
Sacramento. 

Reagan appointee Glenn 
Campbell, one of the Board’s 
leading conservatives, said 
that some of the money 
should be used for student 
aid and stated that he might 
not have voted for tuition 
unless he had thought that 
some of its revenue would go 
for student aid. 

Student body presidents 
Bart Fisher of Davis and Tom 
Tosdal of Santa Barbara both 
protested the use of 
Educational Fee money for 
capital funding. In view of 
the opposition from all 


corners, Hitch withdrew his 
proposal.

The last item the Regents 
considered at the full Board 
meeting was the question of 
the Regents’ representative 
on the California 
Co-ordinating Council for 
Higher Education. 

Someone on the Board of 
Regents had to be chosen to 
represent the University at 
the Council’s January 
meeting. Regent Catherine 
Hearst nominated 
conservative Glenn Campbell 
for the job. 

Mrs. Edward Heller 
countered by introducing a 
substitute motion to 
nominate Charles Hitch. 
Seemingly a battle was 
looming between conservative 
and moderate-liberal forces 
on the Board. 

The brief debate centered 
on the question of whether 
the University should be 
represented by a lay member 
of the Board (Campbell) or 
the President (Hitch). The 
motion to send Hitch passed 
by a razor-thin 11-10 margin. 

Many observers felt that 
this was a vote of confidence 
for Hitch and had been set up 
as such, but at a subsequent 
press conference Hitch, 
Governor Reagan, and 
William French Smith, 
Chairman of the Board of 
Regents, denied this claim. 
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Problems of Alaska 
discussed at lecture

Thursday evening, 19 
November, nearly 100 
students and _ professors 
gathered in Natural Sciences I 
lecture hall to listen to Dr. 
Edgar Wayburn speak on 
environmental problems of 
Alaska. Dr. Wayburn, a 
distinguished-looking man 
with a grey goatee, is the 
Vice-President of the Sierra 
Club, and has been a resident 
of California since the 1930’s. 

Since 1967, Dr. Wayburn 
has visited Alaska five times, 
for periods ranging from two 
days to 3% weeks. Travelling 
in a small airplane, he has 
taken almost 2000 
magnificent slides of the 
state, more than 100 of 
which he shared with the 
enchanted visitors that 
evening. 

Alaska contains 365 
million acres of land, and 
composes 20% of the land 
area of the United States. Yet 
over this land is scattered a 
mere 300,000 people—three- 
fifths the population of San 
Jose. Half of these live 
around Anchorage, and most 
of the others near Fairbanks 
and Juneau (see map). 

Dr. Wayburn concentrated 
his attention on five major 
areas of contention. The first 
was the Mt. McKinley 
National Park, a 
3000-square-mile wilderness 
area containing the highest 
mountain in Alaska—Mt. 
McKinley, towering some 
23,000 feet above sea level. 
Currently there is legislation 
before the Alaskan 
government to double the 
size of this park, and to 
constrain any modern 
developments of the land to 
that along the railroad. 


Secondly, Dr, Wayburn 
discussed the southeast part 
of Alaska, where lumbering 
problems abound. Trees there 
are harvested by the so-called 
clearcut method, where the 
large growth is removed for 
wood and the rest is used for 
pulp. The land is not 


replanted; it is left barren to 
the destruction of erosion. 
Currently the US Forest 
Service has made _ several 
lumber-sale contracts; on 
west Chicagof Island alone, 
two of these contracts are for 
fifty years, one for 
twenty-five, and all call for 
the complete liquidation of 
the forest. Ironically, the 
entire output of the first 
fifteen years has been 


contracted to a plywood 
company of Japan by US 
Plywood, so US citizens will 
not even benefit from the use 
(destruction?) of their own 
land. 

The North Slope was Dr. 
Wayburn’s last area of 
treatment, dealing with the 
oil refineries’ desire to build 
an 800-mile-long pipeline, 
which will require 4% million 
acres total. Although 
permission has not been 
granted by the National 
Bureau of Land Management, 
half a dozen construction 
company camps have already 
been set up along the 
proposed route, waiting for 
the day it will be. 

The two other areas 
mentioned were 
Yucatat—other location being 
devastated by the clearcutting 
of timber—, and the Arctic 
Wildlife Reserve, which will 
possibly be affected by the 
laying of the oil pipeline. 

Dr. Wayburn also 
mentioned the distribution of 
land under various 
authorities. 21 million acres is 
under the domain of the US 
Forest Service; 19 million 
acres are split into refuges by 
the Bureau of Sports 
Fisheries and Wildlife; 5 to 6 
million acres, chiefly near 
Fairbanks, are owned by the 
military; 7 million are split 
into three national parks 
(Katmai National Monument, 
Glacier Bay National 
Monument, and Mt. 
McKinley National Park); and 
300 million acres come under 
the jurisdiction of the Bureau 
of Land Management. 
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
